>Wouldn't you think that 12MHz vs 4MHz would account for a lot of 
>the difference in Q? 

> 

Hi Chuck..... well some of the difference is due to the frequency 
difference. But what I am finding is a lot of variation within 
frequency groups. For instance, the 12.288 MHz crystal that I 
used in the Cascade filter has a Q of 86,200. This is a series 
mode crystal. A parallel mode at the same frequency only has 

a Q of 36,400. Almost 3:1 difference. 


A 4.91 MHz series mode that I used in another project has a Q of 
73,700, but as I posted, the 4.032 MHz used in the 17S has a 


Q of over 230,000. Greater than 3:1 difference. 


I suspect the differences must come from the quality and characteristics 
of the quartz, and the precision used in machining, and maybe due 

to the orientation of the crystal structure relative to the 

machining directions. Haven't given the physics of the problem a 

great deal of thought, but it is evident that all crystals are not 

made the same, nor have the same electrical characteristics. 


Maybe someone on the qrp-l reflector is more knowledgeable than 
I, and can provide better insight. 


Hope you're well, and hope to work you one of these days on 
17 meters using the new rig.

Fellow QRP'ers, 

I want to thank all of the people on this list who sent me numerous 
suggestions regarding my tuning problems with my 80M horizontal loop. By the 
way, I actually intend to use it on the harmonics - most often 20 M, on which 
simulations say it should have a decent lobe into Europe (NE) when fed in the 
SW corner, as I am doing. 

At least 75% of you suspected the 2x4 wood being used as dielectric. And 
I tend to agree with your suspicions. As an electrical engineer, you think 
I'd think of these things but sometimes I am a bit short on headspace. My 
specialty is semiconductor device engineering (for IC's for disk drives), not 
RF antenna design. 

So I think the first thing to try (after making DARN sure I'm using the 
tuner correctly) is to modify my feed to be all 450 ladder line from the 
feedpoint to the tuner. And play with the length of feed, of course. 

Thanks again for the help. I really appreciate being able to ask 
questions like this and not get blasted for being "ignorant". I get enough of 
that in life in general. :) 

When I have any antenna updates, this list will be the first to know. It may 
be a few weeks, as my wife has been asking me to fix the dishwasher for some 
time now. If only I knew anything about dishwashers...

Hi gang! 


Just finished the second 38S here. This one is destined to be on 17m, 
like Jin Kortge has done. Gotta order the crystals yet, but wanted to 
make sure the second rig was operational on 30m before hacking it. 


This one has about 5-6 watts out at 13.8 volys supply, without tweaking 
it very much. Same component values as the first one that will do about 
7-8 watts output. So the two rigs are proof of close repeatability. I 
have a second IRF510 to try, so I'll see if the power gain is better on 
that one. I have yet to do Mike Gipe's PIN diode improvement, and that 
seemed to increase the output slightly, believe it or not, on the first 
38S I built! If you watch the output while turning the RF gain from 
minimum to maximum, you can detect a loss of output power on the rig 
without the PIN diode mod. Not true of the rig that has the PIN diode 


mod. 
Better T/R isolation to be sure! 


This mod should be done by all 38S users, since it obviously does more 
than protect the input of the first mixer from overloading and improves 
the QSK. Thank you Mike for sharp thinking on this mod! :-) 


Now that have two 38S's to play with, it is neat to observe them for any 
small differences or similiarities. Yes, the infamous "thump" is present 
on the second one I just completed, as I have not yet performed the FET 
mute mod. :-( 


I did notice this kit was provided with a Thompson L78M08 8 volt 
regulator where the first one has a MC7808CT part by Motorola. The L78M08 
regulator is a 500ma unit, where the MC7808CT is a 1.0 amp unit. It 
doesn't really matter, since the total 8 volt current draw is well below 
500ma. And both rigs "thumped" about the same. 


The newest one just built has a clear glass 1N4004 diode for the tuning, 
and exhibits a sensitivity to light and will change frequency if the 
diode is covered or illuminated. I'll probably change it out with some of 
the ones I have for the diode that has the best (widest) tuning range. 
But it is an interesting side note. 


I have yet to modify the original 38S for the 2 xtal IF filter, so that 
should be an interesting and useful project for some future date. 


Oh, yeah. The only mistake I had was I had picked up a 27K resistor for 
R20 instead of a 270K resistor. The result of that boo-boo was a marked 
decrease in receiver sensitivity, but it was easy to find. Must be 
working too late to notice the color code differences. ;-) 


Now if I can get my XYL to upgrade her license, we could use these two 
rigs for some real fun! But this second one is still sitting on metal 
standoffs on the bench, so the cabinet and finishing touches will come 
later. I'm real anxious to get the rest of the parts to put it on 17m, 
and hope others will follow suit. The sunspots are looking a little 
better, so the higher bands will become more attractive fairly soon. I'll 
post what I find out during the conversion from 30m to 17m, and hope the 
rest of you who try this will do likewise. Thanks to all that have begun 
the band conversion so far, and perhaps more of you will join us on 17m. 
This rig is so simple and inexpensive it would be a shame not to expand 
its capabilties. 


This is starting to be even more fun than building the first one! Heck, 
most all of the problems are worked out for us now, so it goes a lot 
faster from here! :-) If you haven't built one of these kits yet, you 
don't know what you're missing!
